CHAPTER 3i11.

AN ACT granting to the United States the jurisdic-
tion over certain lands in Milwaukee county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Granting U. 8. SectioN 1. The consent of the state of Wiscon-
overcertain  8iN is hereby given to the purchase by the United
Mmiwauxes  States, of any tract or tracts of land in the city of
county. Milwaukee, for the erection thereon of a build-
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ing under the provisions of an act of congress, ap-
proved January 21, 1889, entitled, *“‘An act for the
erection of a public tuilding at Milwaukee, Wis-
consin;” and the state of Wisconsin hereby cedes
to the United States, exclusive juriediction over
such tract or tracts of land as shall be purchased
for the purposes aforesaid, so long as they shall be
or remain the owner thereof, for all purposes ex-
cept the administration of the criminal laws of
said state and the service of civil process therein.
